One day the past summer the edi- 
tor visited the home of one of our 
bright little tots whose first year at 
school had closed last June. It 
was only midsummer, and yet the 
little one was counting the days 
when she could return to school — 
home, as she called it. In speak- 
ing about the matter, the mother 
said that it almost broke her heart 
to leave the child at school when 
she had brought her here at the be- 
ginning of the school year, it was 
almost as if it had been the child's 
funeral. But that now, while ii 
still made her sad to think of part- 
ing with her child for another year, 
the little one's eagerness to go made 
it M a sadness that is not akin to 
pain," and that when she could 
force back the tears enough to get 
a glimpse of (he future held out to 
her child by the school, it was no 
longer a sorrow but a joy to see her 

£0. 

About the same time, the writer 
was accosted by a man who in- 
quired the cost of maintaining a 
pupil at school. The Information 
was given that there was no charge 
for maintenance, the only cost to 
parent or guardian being the trans- 
portation charges to and from 
school aud cost of clothing. It de- 
veloped that the seeker for infor- 
mation was neither parent nor 
guardian, but one of a number of 
men who had decided to " chip in" 
and pay for a boy who had mown 
up in the community from infancy 
to manhood — for he had passed the 
age of twenty-one. He was told 
that the age limit barred his and 
his friend's prospective philan 
th ropy. 

The mother of this boy "could 
not bear to part with hiin,"when 
his was a child, although frequently 
UTged to send him to this school. 
Time passed, she is dead, and 
her misguided mother-love has left 
a son with no home — to shift for 
himself. Being a naturally bright 
boy, and a willing worker, he is 
able to do this, but he is unable to 
reatl or write, and can communi- 
cate with others only by thecrudest, 
simplest of signs, aud with the most 
elementary ideas — a dwarfed mind, 
a starved soul, inn strong man's 
body. 

All over the country there are 
parents like the mother of this boy, 
and every year the opening of our 
school sees ic enacted the ex- 
perience of the mother of (he little 
girl of the two instances cited. 
Parents of deaf chlldien must 
choose RS tl ese two mothers chose 
The one saved himself the pain 
of parting and bequeathed to her 
deaf son a life of dumbness, inde 

The other bore the pain, and 
already she can see the fruit of it 
in the building soul of her little 
one.

THE DE L'EPEE CELEBRATION IN 
BROOKLYN. 

The Bicentenary of the birth of 
Charles Michael de l'Epee, who was 
the originator of the sign language 
and .schools for the deaf, wbh fitting- 
ly observed hy the Xavier Allied 
Deaf-Mute Societies of Greater New- 
York. 

On Sunday night, November 24th, 
at the Knight of Columbus building 
In Brooklyn, the De l'Epee Society 
held a celebration. There weie 
present over two hundred and fifty, 
and the evening was spent in tell- 
ln« of the life of the good Abbe, 
and also awarding Hirer' prizes for 
essays ou conditions which had 
been previously offered by the De 
l'Epee Society, a branch of the 
Xavier Allied Deaf Mule Societies, 
of which Rev Michael R. McCarthy, 
8. J., is the Spiritual Director. 

The first prize was five dollars, 
the second prize three dollars, and 
the third prize two dollars. 

All the prizes were won by boys 
Of the St. Joseph's Inslitule for 
the Deaf, Westchester, N. Y., al- 
though seveial other Catholic 
Deaf-Mute School pupils sent in 
essays, which was on " Abbe de 
I'Kpoe." 

The meeting was preided over by 
Mr. Sylvester .1. Fogarty.

LIVE ON (1,000 A TEAR SALARY. 

Clergymen every where to day are 

-sing the action of the Rev. 

Qllbei iw, who resigned from 

•ship of Grace 
Church, of Riv^rhead, L.I. because 
"a minister at the present time 
cannot live and maintain his honor 
on a salary of $1,000 a year." 
Rev. Mr. Shaw, therefore, is going 
to accept a call to a church at 
ton, I**., where he will receive 
a large salar 

" Rev. Mr. Shaw made a very 
insertion when he said that a 
' to-day could not live 
l»ly on $1,000 a year," said 
Arthur H. Judge, rector of St. 
pal Church, 
oorae, whether or not 
r could live 'honorably' 
hat salary depends entirely 
upon circumstances. The coat of 
living for a minister, aa for any one 
lepends upon whether he is 
ed or single, and whether or 
not he Jives in a great city or with- 
in the zone of high prices that 
always surround a big city. If 
Riverhead, L. I., is far enough 
away from New York not to be af- 
l by metropolitan prices, and if 
Rev. Mr. Shaw has his rectory 
•lied rent free (like most 
Episcopal ministers), then he ought 
to live very decently npon his 
salary, whether be is married or 
not.

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Probably the thing more to be de- 
sired than any other in this day and 
age is mental thoroughness, though 
it is only of late years that much 
attention has been given to the sub- 
ject. It has come to he well known 
that a mere surface knowledge of a 
great variety of subjects doesn't 
amount to much in comparison with 
a deep and thorough knowledge of 
a few or even one. Of course, the 
wider our range of information the 
better equipped we are for life's 
straggle, but as we have only a li- 
mited supply of brain force, we can- 
not hope to master all, and the next 
best thing is to get a thorough grasp 
of some one at leasi. In thisconnec 
tion we may aptly apply the words 
nerson : "The one prudence 
of life is concentration." 

Educational systems which aim at 
"cramming" rather than thorough- 
ness are radically wrong. It is not 
the purpose of education to cover 
the whole field of human thought 
and endeavor, but to instill sound 
principles of thought and action and 
to supply methods. It will not take 
the shrewd observer long to note the 
difference between the product of 
the two systems, the wrong and the 
right, between the shallow and the 
thorough man. The jack-of -all- 
trades and master of none, the walk- 
ing encyclopedia, may be a shining 
meteor for a brief space, but pin biru 
down to logic and accuracy and he 
flounders hopelessly. The thorough 
man may not be very brilliant on 
the surface, he may even be some- 
what slow, but he is steady, safe, 
and sure to pan out better in the 
long run. He is the type that men 
feel they can trust. 

While the value of thoroughness 
is not a recent discovery, it is true 
that now, more than ever, it has 
ne an indispensable condition 
of success. In this age of special 
izatiou there is no room for the di 
lettante (unless perhaps as an orna- 
ment of "high society"). Only the 
man born heir to millions can 
afford to skim the surface. Those 
who aim at distinction, or even 
moderate success, must know how 
to do some one thing well ; and to do 
that rhey mast direct all their re- 
searches to the end they have in 
view. It must be to them the alpha 
and omega, the center to which all 
lines converge. Desultory stndy 
and reading may be good enough as 
a form of recreation or amusement, 
but it is not likely to prove of any 
great practical benefit. What 
Carlyle says of life in general we 
may well say of the intellectual life 
in particular : "The man without 
a purpose is like a ship without a 
rudder — a waif, a nothing, a no 
man."

Now, let us consider a little this 
question of honesty. You, who 
aver that the enthusiastic exponents 
of a single method in education are 
honest, and well-meaning, stop a 
moment in your headlong praise, 
and suspend your snap judgment. 

Does it not occur to you that a 
group of people who resort to legis- 
lation and play upon the credulity 
of law-makers wholly ignorant of 
thequestiou in hand, and have them 
pass laws governing methods of in- 
structing the deaf, are morally in- 
competent and Mbjeet to the grave 
charge of dishonorable conduct? 

For, in pursuing this course of 
action, they refuse to abide by the 
opinion of the deaf themselves, 
they disregard the wishes of those 
who are to be the victims of theii 
cruel sacrifice, tiiey forget piofes- 
sional ethics and obtain by politi- 
cal chicanery what they cannot 
gain by open submission of the 
matter to the just tribunal of edu- 
cated sentiment throughout the 
country.
